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Decision on A Revesve Law.—The follow-
ing letter has []mt been received by Assessor
Kenndy, of Philadelphia, which explaing itself:

YTREASURY DEPARTMENT, OFFICE OF INTER-
¥AL Revexur, Wasmisarox, Aug. 5, 1870.—
Sir:—Yours ot 15th inst., enclosing cnpi of onrs
dated 20th nlt., respecting the terms of sec. 15,
act 14, July, 1870, is received.

“You say yon have explained:—First, That
corporations will not be responsible for uny tax
otnntereut pald on bonds or conpons for the
five months ending 31st December, 1870: and,
second, that on the net gains and profits of
corporations for these five months, whether dis-
tributed in the shape of dividends, used in con-
struction, or carried to surplus fund account,
they will be required to make return in March
and April, 1871, as the annual income ol com-
lmnleu not required to withhold the “tax,’ and
nquire if your explanations are correct.”

“The attractions of the seaside and sumier
resorts proved greater than those of Wall street
for the great bulk of dealers at the Stock Ex-
change, and bhence the business of the wealk was
slugeish and moderate in awonnt.

“Despite the ivactivity in financial circles the
tone and temper of the markets underwent a
gradval change to cheerfuluess and buoyancy—
the result of the raaction abroad in the prices of
American securities. That this reaction was
sure to come In the progreas of the war now ex-
isting in Eurane was propbesied emphatically
when the tirst signs of difficulty made them-
selves manifest. 1t is the inconsistency of speca-
lators which Is so often the secre: of their
logses, One of the most succassfal
‘men of tbe street’ owes his good fortone
to persevering In whatever policy his judgment
told him was correct. Ie was accustomed to
mark out his course for a future of several
wonths, commit his money to his brokers, and
rive his instruelions as Lo the purchase and sale
of stocks, whereéupon he betook himself te his
